Mechanism: 

1. Foreign Fishermen may be apprehended for entering into Indian Exclusive Economic Zone (EEZ) by Indian Coast Guard (ICG) 

2. Upon apprehension, the Fishermen and their fishing boats to be handed over to the Local Police. In certain incidents, the catches 

can be auctioned by the Fisheries Department. But the catches comprising of banned species may be auctioned as per the 
provisions in the ban order. The boats are to be kept under the custody of police. 

3. Upon arrival at the Port, all intelligence Agencies of the Government to make necessary investigations on the spot on the 
apprehended fishing boat/fishermen. 

4. The apprehended fishermen to be kept under the case of Local Police / to be remanded and kept in jail. 

5. The apprehension and remanding of foreign fishermen to be communicated promptly to State Government by the JIC. 

6. Joint Interrogaiton Committee (JIC) under the Chairmanship of the Deputy Commissioner may be convened within a week of 
apprehension. 

7. A translator for the Purpose of JIC meeting may also be arranged during JIC Meeting. 

8. JIC to submit its findings and recommendations to State Government and State Police. 

9. Secretary Animal Flusbandry and Fisheries Department coordinate with the State Government for release order of appre hended 
fishermen and their boat. 

10. Based on the release order by the State Government, Secretary Animal husbandry and Fisheries Department to write to Ministry 
of External Affairs (MEA), New Delhi for No objection Certificate (N.O.C) 

11. On receipt of the MEA, New Delhi clearance, the State Police can co- ordinate witrh Indian Coast Guard for repatriation. 

12. Indian Coast Guard to propose the schedule of repatriation to their counterparts. 

13. The apprechended boat may then be inspected and issued with a certificate of seaworthiness by the approved surveyors and 
other formalities completed before repatriation. 

14. Upon receipt of the schedule of repatriation, the apprechended boat and fisherman may be handed over to Indian Coast Guard for 
repatriation. 

15. After handing over the boat and fisherman the facts be communicated / reported to the State Government for information. 

16. Time schedule for different stages of action to be taken from the day of apprehension of forign fishing vessel 

Report of apprehension of foreign vessel national : Within 48 hrs 

Conduct of Joint Interrogation and communication of its findings and 

recommendation by the State Government : Within 15 days 

Communication of comprehensive report 

and specific recommendation by State Government to Government of India : within 30 days
